Teachers and A Moral. 


This is the season when, like Milton's 
bees, the school-teachers of Great Britain 
and Ireland “expatiate and discuss their 
state affairs We cannot think, how- 
ever, that any of the teachers’ Easter 
gatherings is more significant than the 
annual congress of the Irish National 
Teachers’ Organisation which is now in 
session at Belfast. Although there is an 
Ulster National Teachers’. Union, which 
also is sitting in Belfast, the older and 
larger body continues to be an All-Ireland 
institution. It draws: its members from 
_avery one of the thirty-two counties and 
is, therefore, an important link between 
North and South. Its proceedings yes- 
terday were trebly significant and will 
convey a message of encouragement to 
good Irishmen of all parties and creeds. 
In the first place, the Congress was held 
not merely in the capital of Northern Ire- 


| land, but under the egis of the Northern 


University. In the next place, fhe Congress, 
recruited mainly from the Free State, 
received a welcome from which the note 
of political suspicion was entirely absent. 
Finally, the speeches were informed with 
a spirit of hope and earnestness that is 
a most prosperous omen for the future 
of education in Ireland. The Congress 
was greeted by Dr. Livingstone, the Vice- 
Chancellor of the Queen's University, by 
the Lord Mayor of Belfast and by Mr. 
Joseph Devlin, who will be the leader of 
the first Opposition in the Northern Par- 
liament. One*is a distinguished scholar ; 
the others represent rival and keenly 
divided schools of politics; but all three 
united to hai} and to bless this brief 
reunion of North and “outh. We do not 
doubt that Sir William Turner and Mr. 
Devlin found themselves on a common 
platiorm with sincere pleasure. Irishmen 
‘asp discovering that, as between North 
and South, good-will is a precious thing; 
that there are a hundred fields where it 
can be cultivated without disloyalty to 
political convictions, and even that in the 
very heat of political striie men may 


* honour, while — strike him down, 
The foe that comes with fearless eyes. 


The new Labour members. were received 
yesterday in the Northern Parliament 
with an urbanity which was the fruit not 
less of wisdom than of sportsmanship. 
Political independence broadens the out- 
look of Governments and peoples. We 
are learning that truth to-day in Ireland, 
and shall learn it yet more clearly in the 
coming years. Financial independence 
means to individuals what political inde 
pendence means to nations, So long as 
nations are fighting for freedom the con- 
structive side of their minds is out of 
action. So long as individuals are 
harassed by conflict with the wolf at the 


on the struggle for decent’ wages. They 
had little time for thought of their 
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Labour Government came into power in 
Britain, fifteen months ago, the Prime 
Minister was faced with a very serious 
difficulty, He owed his-own position to 
the influence of the Independent Labour 
Party; he could do nothing without the 
support of the trade union members, such 


| as Messrs. Thomas and Clynes; and he 


was under a heavy debt of political grati- 
tude to the Fabian group, which included 
the Webbs, the Snowdens and other ama- 
teur Socialists. Mr. Ramsay Macdonald’s 
policy, therefore, was a hotch-potch of the 
principles of these three distinct ele- 
ments within the ranks of the Labour 
Party, and, naturally enough, it failed. 
Compromise in politics is an excellent 
thing at times, but when every problem 


must be referred to three different, and | 


often opposing, sets of standards progress 
becomes virtually impossible. Mr. Mac- 
donald, in the circumstances, devoted 
himself entirely to foreign affairs, for the 
conduct of which his peculiar gifts fitted 
him admirably, and left domestic problems 
to his colleagues. The result was that 
while the Macdonald régime was excep- 
tionally successful so far as its foreign 
policy was concerned, its conduct of home 
aflairs was lamentably weak. It had no 
semblance of continuity. The Clydesiders, 
led by Mr. Wheatley, pulled it one way, 
while the moderates of the Thomas 
school pulled it the other; and when 
finally the electorate was invited to pro- 


‘nounce its verdict Labour was swept out 


of office by an overwhelming majority. 
Now Mr. Ramsay. Macdonald recognises 
his mistake. In his speech at Gloucester he 
refused “to put a rope around his neck for 
other people to pull. That phrase gives 
the key to Labour 's failure. It has had a 
rope around its neck during. the last six 
years, and one end of that rope has been 
held in Moscow. The Independent Labour 
Party, with ite Maxtons, its Buchanans 
and its Kirkwoods, has pursued a policy 
which has had no real relation to British 
problems. It is true that Mr. Ramsay 
Macdonald and some of his more intelli- 
gent colleagues have tried to escape from 
the tyranny of extremism, but their 
efforts have been in vain. The Labour 
Government probably would have been in 
power ‘to-day but for the fact that its 
Muscovite taskmasters tried to force the 
pace last autumn. If Labour is to have 
any future as a political force in Great 
Britain, it must cut the cable from Russia. 
Mr. Ramsay Macdonald is aware of that 
fact, but at present he is not in a suffi- 
ciently strong position to enforce his views. 
He fain would be rid of the turbulent 
priests of the Clydeside, but, unfoftu- 
nately, they have the whip hand at the 
moment and they are determined to 
keep it. Mr. Macdonald now has reached 
a point at which he must take big de 
cisions. Moderate Labour has the sym- 
pathy of all reasonable people throughout 
Great Britain, and it can become a vital 
factor in the nation’s development; but 
the extremists must be abandoned. The 
old Liberal Party is moribund. So far as 
can be seen at present, its right wing will 
tend te unite with the younger elements +f 
Conservatism, while its left wing must 
make common cause, sooner or later, with 
Labour. If Mr. Ramsay Macdonald can 
follow a policy of moderation, getting rid 
of his wild men, his party will assume the 
former place of the Radicals, and will offer 
& sensible alternative to Conservatism at 
the next general election; but Labour, 
divided against itself, cannot stand. Its 
strength lies in unity, and real unity only 
can be achieved on a basis of strict 
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‘| debtedness is not so largely in his favour
